ment, ex ofllcio, and responsible for 
its management. Mayor O'Donnell did

The great bulk of our 
revenue has been raised by a tax upon 
the capital values of real and personal 
property at a uniform rate. Real prop- 
erty has been compelled to bear 
the 


brunt because it (s visible and cannot 
bo moved from town to town and from 
state to state. From its nature it can- 
not escape the tax gatherer's eye.

chief 
difficulty 
has been seen in

taxation of intangible property.

rate of taxation upon the property val- 


of 
securities of

would ordinarily take from 30 to

to which I have referred 


contemplated an income tax in lieu of 
the valuation tax.

you impose a lax upon the income of

which shall

throughout the commonwealth, and at a

which 
shall 
produce somewhat 


more than Is now derived from the tax 
upon the capital value, so that the bur- 
den upon real property shall not he in- 
creased. A law 
establishing such 
a 


tax should make compulsory a return 
of incomes somewhat similar to that 
enforced 
by the federal government. 


It can obviously be administered much 
better by the state than by the local 
authorities. 
Important 
things to bo 


secured by such a law are, first, a rate 
designed to produce adequate revenue; 
second, provision 
for its enforcement, 


which while not being unduly inquis- 
itorial shall be sufficient to secure hon- 
est returns; and third, tlie Just dis- 
tribution 
of the proceeds of the tax. 


The commonwealth should of course be 
fully reimbursed for the expense 


per capita. Exclusive of the postal de 
parunem, where a special service Is 
rendered in carrying loners and com- 
modities. the national expenditure is 
now about $9 per capita, and that IG 
larger ihan It ever liua been In time 
of peace. In other words, we require 
In Massachusetts nearly three limes as 
much per capita to carry on our local 
governmental functions as is needed 
by the nation, and a similar disparity 
Is shown In very many of the other 
states of the Union.

the gate!" a crowd of 500 Hast Boston 
residents made a concerted rush at the 
Devonshire street station in the East 
Boston 
tunnel about 6

night, tore off the gate and a portion 
of the barrier and successfully stormed 
their way into the station without pay- 
ing the 1-cent toll.

The civil service law of Massachu- 


setts was enacted more 
than thirty 


years ago. 
It was the best of the 


civil service laws at that time In the 
country. 
Massachusetts was one of 


the three pioneers In civil service leg- 
islation. But s!:e has been content to 
reriialn almost stationary while great 
advances have been 
made in 
other 


states. In some states the merit sys- 
tem has been extended to many posi- 
tions to which it does not apply in 
Massachusetts, and the subject of the 
efficiency of the public service in some 
of the states has been put In charge 
of the civil service commission. 
I be- 


lieve our oivll service law should 
at 


once be put abreast of the best stand- 
ards of the time. 


It is an anomaly that the classified 


service, which has been made to in- 
clude offices In municipalities and In 
the state, should not also cover simi- 
lar offices in the counties. 


In different parts of the country ef- 


ficiency functions have 
been 
con- 


ferred upon civil service 
commission^ 


and they have been given power 
to 


scrutinize the work done by the cm- 
ploys* to see that their efficiency was 
maintained. 


In view of the successful experience 


of other portions of the union 1 recom-

ordinate governments. 


State Expenditures 


The stales perform llic most expen- 


sive functions of government, and es 
j>ecial!y those functions which mosl 
closely concern the people. They pro 
vide- education, roads, lire and police 
protection and many other important 
services. We 
raise 
each 
year 
ir 


Massachusetts, to carry on our 
loca 


governments. 533,360.186. or about $2t> 
per capita. Exclusive of the postal de- 
partment, where a special service is 
rendered in carrying letters and com- 
modities, the national expenditure is 
now about $9 per capita, and that Is 
larger than It ever has been In lime 
of peace. In other words, we require 
In Massachusetts nearly three times as 
much .per cupilii to carry on our locul 
governmental functions as is needed 
by the nation, and a similar disparity 
Is shown in very many of the other 
slates of the Union. 
Working Hours 


The party platform upon which the 


governor and a majority of the mem- 
bers of the general court were elected 
declared in favor of a reasonable re- 
striction In the hours of labor In in- 
dustries continuously operated for 24! 
hours. Such industries are likely to 
be carried on by two shifts of men. 


The commonwealth, even 
for 
the 
sake of retaining Industry, should not 
disregard the demands of 
humanity. 


It is the first duty of a state to con- 
serve its citizens, and it would bolter 
have fewer people than consent to a. 


In the county service, appointive heads 
of departments of the 
commonwealth 


and of the cities, employes ot the leg- 
islature and of the treasurer and 
re- 


ceiver-general, and all other employ- 


to which for similar reasons 
the 


same 
principle 
should apply. I also 


recommend that the function of 
the- 


civll service commission be extended 
so that it shall scrutinize the efficiency 
of employes after entrance into the 
service, to the end that the idle 
and 


incapable may b« removed, the tone of 
the service raised, salary and work 
standardized, and so that also effect 
may be given to just complaints ot any 
citizen as'to the misconduct or inefflcii 
ency of public employes.

Taxation Problems 


At the last election the people ratified 


the taxation amendment to the consti- 
tution so that it Is now possible 
to 


levy a tax upon the Income of intangi- 
ble property In lieu of a tax upon its 
capital value. The great bulk of our 
revenue has been raised by a tax upon 
the capital values of real antl personal 
property at a uniform rate. Real prop- 
erty has been compelled to bear 
the 


brunt because it ie visible and cannot 
be moved from town to town and from 
state to state. From its nature it can- 
not escape the tax gatherer's eye. Our 
chief 
difficulty has been seen in the 


taxation of intangible property. Very 
often the local authorities have 
em- 


ployed heroic measures and with al- 
most 
uniform 
results. The common 


rate of taxation upon the property val- 
ue 
of 
securities • of 
the 
first class 


would ordinarily take from 30 to 50 
per cent, of the, income. Before paying 
so large a proportion of income in taxes 
the owner of such securities has gener- 
ally availed himself of his right to 
change his residence to municipalities 
or to states where the rates of taxation 
were lower. The result Is that we have 
had 
much unequal and very unfair 


taxation, and the municipalities stand- 
ins most in need of the tax upon in- 
tangible property have lost very great- 
ly In their effort to secure It. 
The 


amendment to1 which I have referred 
contemplated an income tax in lieu of 
the valuation tax. I recommend that 
you impose a tax upon the income of 
intangibles 
which shall 
be uniform 


throughout the commonwealth, and at a 
rate 
which shall 
produce somewhat 


more than Is now derived from" the tax 
upon the capital value, so that the bur- 
den upon real property shall not be in- 
creased. A law establishing such a 
tax should make compulsory.a return 
of incomes somewhat similar to that 
enforced 
by the federal government. 


It can obviously be administered much 
better by the state than by the local 
authorities. 
Important 
things to be 


secured by cuch a law are.-first, a rate 
designed to produce adequate revenue; 
second, provision for its enforcement, 
which while not being unduly Inquis- 
itorial shall be sufficient to secure hon- 
est returns; and third, the just 
dis- 


tribution of 
the proceeds of the tax. 


The commonwealth should of course be 
fully reimbursed for the expense 
of 


collection and the other expenses con- 
nected with the administration of the 
law. 


Taxation upon incomes will be paral- 


lel lo a tax recently adopted by the 
federal government, and this suggests 
some 
consideration 
of 
the 
proper 


bounds ordinarily to be observed 
be- 


tween state and national taxation. 


Thy policy recently entered upon at 


Washington is a departure from the 
policy generally followed in the past. 
It throws away revenue at the customs 
houses and makes good the deficiency 
by a direct tax upon property, and thus 
encroaches upon the reserves of revenue 
heretofore 
usually 
reserved to 
the 


slates. Taxes at the customs houses 
reed not be wholly or even in part what 
are called protective. 
The national in- 


coir.e tax In effect falls upon real and I 
personal property which it is necessary 
that the states themselves should t.ix. 
The national government also imposes 
a tax upon transfers of rfal estal.\ 
which nre a direct tax upon real prop- 
erty In the states, much of which 
I: 


already overburdened. In addition to 
those and to other direct taxes it 
ia 


now proposed to put a direct lax upon 
automobiles and upon gasolene. Gas- 
olene Is a necessary source of power, 
not only in our cities and upon 
our 


highways, 
but 
upon 
pur (p.rms. U 


system which would stunt the growth 
of its men and women. 
1 believe, 


however, that the limitation proposed 
will not drive any industry from the 
commonwealth, and I recommend the 
passage of suitable legislation to carry 
out this humane declaration of 
the

the evil. 
The Unemployment 


The unemployment crisis of the past 
year revealed onr unpreparedness In 
methods of dealing "with this grave 
problem methodically and effectively. 
We already have the beginnings of a 
system of state employment 
offices, 


and it seems clear thnt the state has 
a constructive opportunity In this di- 
rection of which Immediate advantage 
should be taken. Two recent special 
commissions have recommended legis- 
lation along these lines as being both 
expedient and necessary. 


Agriculture 


For many years agriculture hasheen 
a declining industry in Massachusetts. 
The important cause Is found in the 
putting under cultivation of enormous 
stretches of fertile soil in the west and 
In the low long-distance freight rate. 
Whatever law can do it should do to 
restore agriculture. 
It should not im- 
pose enormous restrictions upon 
our 
farmers to which 
their 
competitors 


outside the state are not subject. 
Highway Accidents 


The mortality upon the highways as 


the result of automobile accidents has 
reached alarming proportions. 
About 


three 
hundred 
people 
were 
killed 


and in addition many were Injured up- 
on our highways during the last year. 
It is probably true that the greater 
number of these accidents were wholly 
or In part due to the carelessness of 
pedestrians, and it Is difficult to pro- 
vide n legal remedy which will apply 
in such cases. But 
many 
accidents 


occur through carelessness in the op- 
eration of automobiles and 
through 


the violation, sometimes very gross, of 
the law of the road. If legislation can
